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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 17-21 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The present invention comprises a content on 
demand server system, where server transmits a stream with markers to a set top box, 
where markers Indicate position data in the stream; STB transmits the marker, obtained 
from the stream for which it has paused/suspended viewing, to the server and upon 
signal from the STB, server resumes streaming from a position close to the position 
data indicated by the marker; server inserts number of markers within a time interval of 
the stream and transmits this information to the STB in a QAM stream. 

The closest prior art, Dunn, Strauss, Bedgedjian, and Huber show a similar 
system. However, Dunn discloses pausing transmission of VOD content, where 
pausing occurs when the STB transmits to the headend a pause message containing a 
viewer ID, Strauss discloses an MPEG stream that includes a time stamp to Indicate a 
group of frames which relate to a certain time in a movie, where a stored time stamp 
can be used to immediately return to the point at which a movie was paused, 
Bedgedjian discloses user devices in a network synchronizing themselves using 
millisecond time markers that are specified in a downstream channel, and Huber 
discloses a number of time slots, shown by markers, included in the stream is provided 
to the advertisers to bid for the slots. Thus, Dunn, Strauss, Bedgejian, and Huber do 
not disclose nor suggest a system in which a stream pause position marker is 
communicated from a set top box to a headend, or in which two separate streams are 
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used to communicate position data for a stream and a number of markers per interval in 
the stream, as required by all the independent claims.
